London, Aug. 21. — Lord Roaohcry'e 
Aliupuicli of <)uiy the 13th to tbe lUm- 
Hian Goveriiiuent relating to the clos- 
ing of the port of Batoum is published. 
The dispatch .says in suTmiance that 
there is onejrlirect, supreme and perpet- 
ual interes') at stuke in their transac- 
tion, namely, tlie binding force and 
sanctity of interniitional pledges. Eng- 
land ia ill ways ready to ~lipbold this 
principle, and will not palter therewith 
in the jirescnt iiiHtaiuc; iLertiforo the 
^English ^o\(!rniiieiit cannot rrcopnizn 
or associuti' it^eif in any aliape or form 
with this net of tliu Kui-bian Goverii- 
iuent, whith is a violation of the treaty 
of Berlin, and which will tend to make 
the conciuuion of similar treaties dilll 
cult, if not impossible, and caat doubt 
upon' those already ' concluded. The 
other powers niUHt just Judge how far 
they will acquiesce in this breach of 
international eiigageuieiit. 

M, De Gier.s, the KuH.sian foreign 
minister, in reply, expres.sed himself 
as painfully surprised by this dispatch. 
He maintained that the Kussian em- 
peror's promise was not equivalent to 
an ohii^ution. Husria, he sta'ed, was 
still HiiXiotKs to coniriinir.i' to the con- 
aolicliilioii of iiciii rul jjcacr, ainl lie e.\- 
prebsed iho iiope that the powers which 
fixed and guaranteed its hasis would 
tbemselveH respect ifaeni. M. De Oiers 
.displays iLrouf;hout much irritation 
.and bis tone is decided >y menacing.

THE WILD niAN OF KANSAS. 
A Mmiao .Who Killed sixteen persons 

In THREE Ve«R8 AND KEPT HIS 

Victims' SKULLS- 

Sedan Cor. Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Manv of the uio«t inyaterioua and 
startling eveula have occurred in this 
country, during the past three years. In 
4 July 1883,' family-^ by tbe namw of 
Fentwek arrived -from New York and 
proceeded by team to a spot near the 
aouthweat corner of the country, where 
they camped. The birthday of the 
youiigeat child, Kate, took place about 
a week after their arrival, and the 
event was celejbirated by a little jfeast 
aud jollification. 

Her fatlier presented her with a 
locket, of antique worknninship and 
conbiderable value. After dinner was 
over Kate, the child, atrayeJ, lauyhini; 
and singing, away from cauip and was 
nevnr seen again. 

Early in December Qeorge Bitters, 
the half-breed maiJ carrier, started on 
Ilia tri-weekly trip from Sedan to Peru, 
and never arrived. His horse wna foutui 
by a searching party quietly feeding in 
dense timber and stripped of saddle and 
bridle. 

In the spring of the next year El- 
mer Johnson started out to hunt squir 
rels and failed to return. His gun was 

found with the stock sniashed and be- 
side it lay his hat with a pi-ofuaion of 
blood upon it, but tlin boy hiinstdf had 
disappeared as inystciiouslj' u.s the 
others. Last buiuiner a parly of young 
men who had been camping just acros.s 
the line in the Territory, arrived in 
Sedan, and totil of finding a. covereJ 
wagon with the Hkcletohs of two 
hos.cs tied to it. T.ie wagon wa3 ohl 
and weuLlier-lieateii, and, as near as 
could be judged had been in the same 
position for as much as a year. 

February 1 2th Oscar Beach in com- 
pany with,_Frank L'eveor, a half Greek 
mulatto, wa.s hunting within a half 
mile of the Nation line. They separated 
and Beacli was never seen again. The 
half breed was suspected of having 
murdered his companion, but notbiing 
came of it. When the D., M., and A. 
railroad! V- vhi^h^t will bave> oars here 
next week, began grading and cutting 
at what 's known as the Gascailc, they 
brought a gang of Ittilians uiuler the 
management of an h ishnian, Pat I Uir 
ft-e by name, who ia almost a prodigy 
of strength. Durfee hatI a habit of 
wearing a heavy, gold neok-chaiu. For 
several oonseouiive nights, the Italians, 
who carajied in the timber in weather 
beaten tents, coii;[ilained that they 
were frcqutiiLly aroused by .someone 
prowling about the camp. Durfee mii- 
culed their fears, but became iin])reBsed 
with their eamestneas, and so remain- 
ed on the watch in the midst of the 
camp. He fell aslefp, but was aroused 
by feeling his watch chain torn from 
him, and sat up, only to act^ a tigure 
bounding away in the starlight. Pluck- 
ing forth his revolver he Ured, and the 
tigure fell, with a yell of pain and 
fury that sounded like the roar of a 
wild beast. As Durfee approached the 
tigure arose, revealing a 6gure over 
six feet tall, clail in a fimtastic garb of 
leather, and with an indcscribuldi' lotjk 
of lierceiii B« Ilf hurlnl a huge club at 
Durfee, who atlenipted to tiro again, 
but was knocked senseless, while the 
stranger bounded awiy, in spite of a 
bullet in his leg. 

As soon as Durfee recovered he 
started in pursuit with the iialiaiiH 
and a number of Irish graders. Tlirfi! 
t!|>er(jkee.s acted as {guides. They fol- 
lowed the trail dee|)er and deeper iiito 
the heavy, timber and entered the wild 
and broken Flint hills. 

Late in the (bay they were suddenly 
haltetl Iji- a lar;.'c sLoiif htriking one ot 
the Jlaliiiiih on tin; head, ti.'llint; him to 
tlif ground. Fr(jin lu'liind a huiji' btjwl- 
ilcr sprang the object of their jjursuit, 
witli furious yells and rushed deeper 
into a jungle-like hollow in the hills 
that was almost impenetrable. The 
hollow ended abruptly at what looked 
like the mouth of a cave. Here the 
svild man made a stand, partly conceal- 
ed by a large atom', and began to 
throw missiluH with unerring aim int he 
midst of the pui'.iui^r.-t. 

Three men fell and Durfeo fired 
every load in his pistol, but without 
more than wounding the strange being. 
Emboldened by his success he rushed 
lit the little band of Italiana, and roar 
ing liktj the maniac he clearly showeil 
hiiuHcIf to bi'. Kiglit and left he struck 
stunning blowa and men went ilown 
like nine-pins. The Irishmiai were all 
armed with clubs and strove to disable 
him, but without avail, while the 
Italians drew their long knives but 
seemed powerless to stay tins savagi' 
onslauglit. Finally Uurfee dtiiigeil a 
stroke of the ileadly club and closed 
with the maniac, but was hurloil lo the 
grouial in spite of his great strength. 
Ihit tills gave the Italians an opportu 
iiitv, and wihl with anger, tb«>y swarm 
eti u|ion him. 'J'lie long kiiivea were 
UH(;d so vigoroualy, that the raving man 
Hiink lo the ground cut, anil Hlashiid all 
over his body. In a few nionienlH he 
breathed his last. As he lay with his 
features distorted and foum on his lips 
one could hardly repress a shudder of 
dread at his frightful appearance. His 
face was tanned by exposure, to about 
the cohn- of sole-leather, and was seani- 
ed by terriblt! sciirh. lli.s nose waa 
broken and had grown li(jrribly dis- 
torted, and half of his u|jper li|) was 
torn away, exposing teeth like fangs. 



A tangled mat of iron gray hair cover- 
ed his head and the lower portion of 
his face. Olasped around his wrists 
were a pair of heavy steel bands, from 

one of which depended a link of a 
chain. 

TJl)on entering the cavo and follow- 
ing a winding ijassage some 20 feet 
long, a horrible sight met the eyes ot 
the searchera Upon a shelf of a rock 
was a ghastly arr-jy of grinning human 
skulls to the number of sixteen, and 
in the center of the cave lay a neatly- 
arranged pile of human bonea. There 
was a rude fireplace and a few cook- 
ing utensils, and a couch of dried grass 
aiul skins near. Hanging from a series 
of pegs driven into rifts in the wall 
were an asorttnent of articles of all 
descriptions. There was the aaildlo 
and bridle of the murdered mail car- 
rier, anil near hunrr the empty pouch. 
There were the clothes of poor Elmer 
I Johnson and the gun of Oscar Beach, 
I and nearly a hundred articles the own- 
' ershi[) of which was not known. The 
maniac's treasures were found in a 
' pocket rift in the wall. There was the 
locket of little Katie Fentwek and 
j articles of all kinds and all of valut;. 
I T'be maniac was searched and Durfee's 
1 Watch chain was discovered. The 
' Italians buried tbe body in a shallow 
gully and covered it with stones. It is 
believed that the maniac was a half 
breed member of tlie Delaware tribe, 
who had becoiiio insane several years 
before, and had escaped with his iruiiB 
still upon him, and was supposi^d to 
I have tiled fioiii exposure.

The dieg-aoe into which the Frenoh 
miniater uf wur hua fallen ia oonaoquence 
of hia duplicity and untruthfulnees still 
occupies the littentiuu of the European 
presa. Oon. iioulunger'a letter to M. 
Limbourg is too ohnriioterlBtio not to bo 
'worth giving in full, for, aa the Kupubli- 
cau Debuts remarks, denials not having 
succeeded, ho now trios, though without 
more sucoeas, importiiiLMioe and monooo: 
"Four loiters aignod with my name ftiici 
addressed to tlio Due d'Aumulo have beon 
publiahed in llio nowapapors. Aa the 
tirat waa mauifoatly falao, I could not ro~ 
oogoize the authenticity uf the others un- 
til the originala were produced. I kept 
silence. To-day I declnre authentic the 
throe last lottora which the Due d'Aumalo 
has doputt'd yuu to publish. I will do 
you tho favor cif not pasainij; an opinion 
on your luaat.^a act or of the task which 
you have accij^jfed. £<or do I condescend 
to give you ezplanatioDs on the tenor of 
these letters. You would not be able to 
nndoratand thoin. You havo been a pre- 
fect of tho republic for tho purpose of be- 
traying it. J am aorviiif^ it ii^iiinat ycu 
and youi'd. 1 liuvu doMOivi'd your hiitrod. 
I desire nuthiui; bettor lliau to continiio 
tu bo worthy of it. When the Due 
d'Aumale, without regard to military re 
gulations, sought to gather round him, 
under tho pretence of liiinting, and with 
an end wliadi clciu'ly appears to-day, oQi- 
cora of whom many wore unknown to 
him, I waa doputod to convoy to him tho 
ropresontatioaa of tho luiiuator of war. I 
obpyod. When the princely ounapiracy 
compelled me to choose between my for- 
mer chief and tho republic, I remained 
faithful to the republic. Tho law waa 
voted. I curried it into otlVct, and if over 
factious perauna, frieuda of youra, ahou'd 
take it into thuir lieuda to piisa from words 
to deedrt, the author of the iotttora to the 
Due d'Aumale will do his duty simply, 
but very energetically, against the frien 
of the Duo d'Aumale." 

This letter did hot reach M. Limbourg 
till half-past 10 last niyht, tlonoral Bou- 
langer curiously enough having sent a 
messenger with it to the Figaro office, 
whore a sub-editor consulted tho direc- 
tory, found the address, and handed it 
bade to the meaaepger. Meanwhile Gen- 
eral Boulanger had sent hia letter to the 
newspapers. M. Limbourg, replying on 
the spur of tho moment to an epistle 
which the geiioral had taken two daya to 
write, indited tho following note: 

"The receiver of thia letter will not do 
its author, 'the general officer who has 
twice in a few days publicly denied what 
ho knew to be the truth,' the favor of 
considering it as provocation capable of 
being now taken iiuiicu of. Ho contents 
himself with leavuig it to the judgment 
of men of honor and common sense." 

The Moderate Republican newspapers 
continue to be ver}- severe on Oeuoral 
Boulanger. The JiaiHiulirjuo Franoaise 
BUgg'ests that it waa when he took Gener- 
al Thibaudin's messago to iho liuc d'Au- 
male at Chantilly that he broakfaeted with 
the due, M. Lambert de Baint-Croix be- 
ing present, and thus describing what fol- 
lowed : 

" oturnirg to Pari.") by rail we wore 
alone ia tho same compartmeiic. General 
Boulanger waa lavish in hia praises of the 
Duo d'Aumale and in protestations of de- 
votion and fidelity. The conversation 
then turniog on politica the general said 
to me, 'I shall perhaps one day be a re- 
publican, but I shall never alter in a re- 
ligious point of view. I shall remain a 
good and fervent OHtholic. " 

THE 0. P. R. TEHMlNUa. 

The Vancouver News and N. W. Col- 
umbian aro mucli e.xerciai-d i ver the an- 
nouncement 111 Tilt' Cvloiii-^t that Victoria 
has been Bolectod as the lermiiuis of the 
Canadian Paoiflc Railway. Tho News 
quotes "facts" which it thiiika surely dis- 
prove the rumor. But "facta," unfor- 
tunately for the News, aro against it. Tne 
road cannot bii taken to Vancouver in 
the face of the injunctions and moat of the 
accounts that one aecs publiahed of ex- 
tensive improvements nt the now town 
are apocryphal.

Lkmiuiuu, Aug. 'J8 — I'rinco Alnxander 
has returned. I'riuce William of Wur- 
toinburg'a visit to Starobuul ia utf. He 
has sent the following diapatah to Alex- 
ander of Hesse: "In the name uf the 
fatherland wo beg your higliiioaa to tolo- 
graph to your eon al Lemberg, our priiico, 
and Hsk him to leave that city to day di- 
rect for Bucharest whore M. Nachevico, 
of the Uulgorian diplomacy agency, will 
explain to him everything. The Bulgar- 
ian nation and artuy longingly await hia 
return." 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Aug. '28. — A dispatch from Jas- 
sy to the Temps says that if the 
powers prevent Priiico Alexander's re- 
turn, the Bulgariana will proclaim u re- 
public. 

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, Aug. 'iit— The govern- 
ment uf Germany and Austria considor 
that recent eventa in Bulgaria impose on 
England chiefly the duty of taking the in- 
itiative in any foreign action fur the aot- 
tlement of Bulgarian nirairs. Thia opin- 
ion has been |oflicially communicatod tu 
the porte. 

The porte has expressed its willingness 

to adopt the viosv uf Bulgarian commia- 
bion in connection with a reviaion of tho 
organic statute. It ia proposed to elabor- 
ate a new statute to conaiat of three par'a, 
the tirst dealing with tho rights of tho 
sultan, tho socoud with intoriial adininiH- 
tration, and the third with finance, rail- 
ways, passports and cuatouia. The pcrtu 
wiahes to add a fourth aoctiou dealing 
with the poaiiton of foreigner* and with 
capitulations. 

ENtiLAND. 
London', Aug. 28. — Russian papers 
hope that the interview between Biamarck 
and DeOiers, Russian minister, will has- 
ten a settlement of tho Bulgarian difficul- 
ties. Tho eventful return of Alexandrr, 
they say, might increaao ihe difliculty. 
The Gazette, of Sr. Peteroburg, advises 
Alexander not to resuiuo tho government 
of Bulgaria, as suoh a step would only ro- 
ault in a aeoond and more decisive over- 
throw. 

It is reported that the British govern- 
ment is prepared to concede to the de - 
mand uf Engliali hop-growers to impoao 
a small import duty on foreign hopa. 

GREECE. 
LoNDO.N, Aug. 28. — A diapati'b from 
Naplea Kays that a second carthijuako 
shock baa occurred thoro. Tho population 
aro crowding the streets and many fauiilios 
are fleeing from tne oity. There have been 
two eruptions of Vesuvius and tho volcano 
18 still very active. Kn earthiiuako shock 
was experienced at .^.theiis at midnight. 
AdvicoB from Zanle say that the excessive 
heat, dead calma, and unusually high tiJea, 
forwarned the inhabitants of the earth 
quakes. The centre appears to be s aea 
point thirty miles south of Zante. The 
earthquake ia aupposed to be of volcanic 
origin. Cables and telegraph wires aro 
broken, and no news had been received 
from the interior. The cathedral at Pyrgo 
was destroyed.

Daily 
councils are being btdd At CoUBtantiuopIo to 
consider the <juestion. 

GREECE. 

AruKNs, Aug. 28. — Greece baa again boon 
visited by au earthquake, which has been 
moat disastrous in Moreo. and in which the 
loss of life, according to the best informa- 
tion, reaches the enormous flguro of three 
huudrod. The village of Pyrgo and the 
town of Phihatra, both situated ou tho 
western coast uf Moroa, were the chief 
sulTertus. In Pyrgo not a house is b'ft 
standmy, while Pbiliatra is almost swept 
away from tho face of the globe. Shocks 
were exi)nrieiiced throughout tho whole of 
Greece, in a greater or less degree, In tho 
town of Zauto, every houao is damaged 
and tho iuhubitants tied iu terror to the 
open country. Several towns iu tho inter- 
ior were visited by the earthquake, but not 
to any serious extent. Naples, JBriudisi, 
Foggia, Caserta and Taranto were of the 
the numberi 

Among the towns in Itaiy whore tho 
earth(piako was felt aroSyracuao, Roggea, 
Calambria, Patensa, Pozzuki, Barian, 
and Yellino. The people were panic- 
striken and took refcge in the churches. 

EGYPT. 

Alkxaiidsia. Aug. 'J8. — Violent shocks of 

earthquake have beou experienced hero and 
iu other partsof Egypt, causing terror among 
the natives, but sc far as kuowu doing uu 
serious damage. 

AUSTRIA. 
Lkmburo, Austria, Aug, 28. — Prince 
Alexander leaves here to-dsy for Bul- 
garia, lie will go via Ouirgevo, Ron- 
mania, and expects to reach Bulgarian 
territory to-morrow. Hia brothers, Fran 
cisand Ludwig, are with him, and will 
be hia traveling companions. 

Flt.VNX'E. 
Pakis, Aug. 'JK. — .-V Cabinet council waa 
hold, at which it was asaorlod a pourpar- 
lue waa iasuod to obtain tho seiiao of the 
powers on the advisability of holding a 
conference fcr the purpose of restoring 
order in Bulgaria.

RIauy Fishermen Drowned. 

ST.jpiorai Aug. JSi^— A diapatch from 
St. Pierre announoed'the total loss of the 

French ship LeToil, She was command- 
ed by Capt. Oherol and was manned by a 
crew of twoiity-ono fiahermen. She was 
returning fish ladoii with others of tho 
Grand Bank fleet when, during tho pre- 
valence of a dense fog aiid a very bois- 
terous BOB, she struck ^esterday morning 
off the reefs of Kalunzie and Lemaine and 
was shattered iu piecoa and immediately 
sunk. Twelve of the crow were drowned, 
and nine, with tho ca[)taiii, wore waahod 
through tho boiling aurf and landed 
among the shinglo and aoawoed oil' shore 
in an apparently lifeless condition. A 
fishing vessel at Point DeOrave, waa also 
lost, and Capt. Butler, hia aon and all 
bauds perished.

A Pitched bittu'e oetween thb Divine 
Sarah amd a HtMBEaoFHcRTROUPE - 

A filFT FROM THE EMPERBR DOM 
PBDRO- 

"Everybody in Paris," writes a cor- 
respondentof the New York World: 
••ia gossiping at present about the 
Bernlianlt-NoirtiionL sciuidal in Uio 
Jiineiro. There nro various versions of 
tho affair, but two points are clear 
from the mass of correspondence on tho 
incident -that Saraii found it neces- 
sary to horat-whip one of her artistes', 
and tliat ahi; deaouuced in language 
more expresBive than polite the Briizil- 
inn magistrate for refusing to consign 
Mme. Noirmont to a dungeon without 
trial or hearing. 

Mme. Noirmont was a niemher of 
Sarah's troupe, and engaged at the 
rather slender salary of §100 pi^r 
month.
